Just enter the item 
number in the “ITEM NUMBER” space on the order form, along with the quantity. 


How to order individual items. Ail stamps with separate item numbers are 
pretom and prepackaged. To order five blocks of 4 Lunar New Year stamps, you 
would fill in “443020” under “ITEM NUMBER” and enter “5” under “QUANTITY.” 
You'll receive five individually prepackaged blocks of four stamps. 


How to order positions. Whenever it's possible to order plate positions, the 
6-digit item number will end in a blank (_). To order the plate position you want, 
fill in the blank with one of the numbers below: 


0 No preference 5 Center right (top) 
1 Upper right 6 Center left (bottom) 


2 Upper left 7 Round-robin (4) 
3 Lower right (top) 8 Round-robin (all) 
4 Lower left 


If you don't fill in the sixth digit, you'll automatically receive a random plate position. 


CUSTOM ORDERS 


How to request custom orders. Custom orders are configurations other than 
those listed for each item and will result in a $3 shipping and handling charge. 
All 1997 items and 1996 Commemarative Issues have 6-digit item numbers.
